Cherokee 


The Carnival is in full blast un­ 
der the auspices of the city fire­ 
men. 
The opinion Is ventured by 
one of the county officers who has 
taken it in that it is as .clean and 
interesting .attractions as any carnival 
that has ever come to this city. 


Senator Owen today offered a bill 
in the senate providing for payment 
of compound interest on the eastern 
Cherokee judgment of $1411.284. The 
treasury department already has rul­ 
ed that judgment should carry Aye 
per cent interest, straight, dating back 
to 1838* but Owen’s plan proposes to 
do even better. If successful an ad­ 
ditional half million, in .interest would 
be paid 31*000 Cherokee Indians. 


That there will be no winding up 
of the affairs of the Five Civilized 
Tribes at this session of congress 
was made clear when Secretary Bal­ 
linger informed Representative Cart­ 
er and Senator Gore that he was 
opposed to the sale of the segregat­ 
ed coal and asphalt lands at this 
time. He gave as his reason the de­ 
pressed condition of the market. 
“These lands, if sold now’” said 
Secretary Ballinger, “would not bring 
what they are worth, and we would 
receive naught but censure.” 
“That is mere speculation,” inter­ 
jected Representative Carter at this 
point. “The Indians want the coal 
and asphalt lands sold at once. They 
want the money and are willing to let 
the other fellow' speculate if he wants 
to.” 
Senator Gore remarked that the 
administration already is receiving 
naught but censure of procrastination 
in this and other matters affecting 
Oklahoma. 
Although pressed hard for a more 
favorable attitude toward the Creager 
bill Secretary Ballinger w’ent no fur­ 
ther than to say that he would rec­ 
ommend the sale of the surface of 
coa land asphalt lands.

26.—Senator 
Clapp’s renewed attack on the rail­ 
road bill in the senate was marked by 
intense feeling that took on a per­ 
sonal tone when he addressed him­ 
self to attorney general W lckersham’s 
part in shaping the measure and his 
subsequent attem pt in his Chicago 
speech to read out of the republican 
part men who refused to accept it as 
he and his assistants had written it, 
without the crossing of a “t” or the 
dottin of an “i”. The big Minnesotan 
laughed himself into fury over the 
presumption of the attorney general 
and directed at Mr. W ickerham a 
torrent of wrath. In his excitement 
Senator Clapp ranged angrily up and 
down the adjacent aisle and back and 
forth behind the neighboring chairs 
in a way that had not* been seen; 
since the early “pitchfork" days of 
Tillman of South Carolina. 
He denounced in bitter term s the 
various features of the W ickerham 
i bill, which have been the target of 
j democratic and progressive republic 
‘ can hot shot since the debate began. 
} Then he got down to Mr. W ickerham 
j himself. 
“Who commissioned the attorney 
general,” he demanded, "to read men 
out of the party because they would 
not follow blindly the things I have 
pointed out in this proposed legisla­ 
tion of his. Until he was appointed 
attorney general, while we had heard 
of him as a great lawyer, I should 
like to know what 
man 
had 
ever 
heard of him as a republican until 
they found him in the public eye, oc­ 
cupying a seat in a republican cabi­ 
net? Who are the men he proposes 
to read out of the party? Men who 
for twenty-five years have borne the 
brunt of the battle when there was 
battle. 
Here is a bill that proposes 
to repeal the Sherman anti-trust law; 
that proposes to take from the ship­ 
per the right to appeal through the 
commission; 
that proposes to take 
from the law the notice of injunction 
and because we would not take it 
without a shiver or a question or 
even an opportunity to look at it, 
we are to be read out of the party. 
There is one way that the little mi­ 
nority can read the party out of the 
party, and that is to get out of it 
ourselves. 
To read the party out of 
the party is, however, a difficult task. 
“Well, Mr. President, there are a 
few' of us who do not propose to ac­ 
cept his invitation or, -as it will be 
seen, do we act on his advice. I on­ 
ly wish that no republican 
would 
accept the invitation to leave the par­ 
ty, but recent events have shown that 
some are not as oblivious to his invi­ 
tation as we are. 
The thing that I 
fear is that public indignation, lack 
ing the discrimination which the Bib­ 
le teaches attaches to the rainstorm , 
will fall alike upon the unjust and 
the just. 
‘Now, while I bear a name associ­ 
ated- with prophecy, I do not claim 
to be a prophet, and yet I will risk 
the fame of the prophet in whose 
honor I was named on the prophecy 
that that experiment wijl never b< 
repeated in the memory of any man 
now connected with public life. T re­ 
peat, not in any spirit of hostility, | 
but in opposition to the principle or 
the policy or the system that no man 
in public life today will live to see 
a repetition of that attempt. The idea 
of a man thus going.out and assum ­ 
ing the American people can neither 
read nor think, because the proposi­ 
tion that we must take cut-and-dried 
legislation without reading 
it 
or 
thinking about it is equivalent to the 
proposition that our intelligent con­ 


stituents must take it without read­ 
ing it or without thinking about it. 
The American people are doing their 
own thinking, and as I said before, 
lf every one connected with this con­ 
troversy in this chamber and in the 
hall at the other end of the capitol 
would sign a solemn compact to turn 
over, body and boots, the functions 
of legislation to the attorney general 
that would not silence the conflict 
that is waging from one oc^an to the 
other of this continent today.”

More Land ou Tax Roll—No 
Rules Changed. 


Guthrie, Ok., April 26.—The Land 
Department has added eleven more 
counties to the third sales district, 
being chiefly rem nants in counties 
heretofore sold in and which, when 
completed, will clean the sale up to 
the new college lands situated 
in 
Western 
Oklahoma and 
mainly 
in 
Texas, Cimarron and Beaver count­ 
ies. The next sale will include some- 


I thing over 2,000 tracts of not to ex­ 
ceed 160 acres each, and will make 
a total of between 3,500 and 4,000 
tracts sold since the law' became ef­ 
fective. 
In the first and second sales dis­ 
tricts the state disposed of the land, 
indemnity and public building tracts 
for appriximately $120,000 in excess 
of the appraised value, and all but 
a small per cent was taken by the 
leases. The sales are of considerable 
interest 
to 
the 
counties, 
since 
it 
places on the tax rolls all such land 
heretofore exempted by law. In ad­ 
dition, the buyer becomes a home 
owner. 
The Land Department has changed 
none of the rules for the third dis­ 
trict, that obtained for the first and 
second sales. Overtures have been 
made for a more liveral construction 
in the sales right, as well as that 
applying to the preference right. The 
last 
named 
condition 
controls 
the 
amount of land a lessee has a pref- 
jerence to in the sale. The legisla­ 
ture limited this to 160 acres and 
ordered withheld from sale any tract 
the preference to w'hich the lessee 
refused to surrender on all save 160 
acres. The lessee maintained that he 
was entitled to buy on preference all 
the laud he had leased, which right, 
he insists, came to him through the 
enabling act. The board has refused 
to change its former rules, based up­ 
on term s of the sales act of the Sec­ 
ond legislature, and it was recently 
agreed between the board and mem­ 
bers of the State Lessees’ Associa­ 
tion that a test suit would be brought 
on the issue of preference. Down in 
Kiowa County there is a lessee who 
refused to make the surrender to 
all his lease holdings In excess of 
160 acres, and he is to be made plain­ 
tiff in the action. The suit will be Al 
ed in the district court at Hobart. 
There is no difference between the 
board and the Lessees’ association 
over the form er’s rule governing a 
waiver of rights to purchase. The 
board holds that where the lessee 
has 
accepted 
the 
appraisem ent 
of 
the land and his improvements, and 
then declines to bid on the land at 
the sale or to take it at the ap­ 
praised value as fixed by the state, 
that he has waived all his preference 
right, and later would have to enter 
the bidding on a footing equal to 
other bidders. 
It is believed the Third legislature 
will provide for .selling the rem ain­ 
der of Oklahoma’s lands, which em­ 
brace the common school holdings, 
or about 1,500,000 acres. 


Chicago, IIL, April 26.—All weather 
precedents are being upset by the

Overtures have been 
made for a more liveral construction 
in the sales right, as well as that 
applying to the preference right. The 
last named condition controls 
the 


amount of land a lessee .has a pref- 
erence to in the sale. The legisla- 
ture . limited this to 160 acres and 
ordered withheld from sale any tract 
the preference to which the lessee 
refused to surrender on all save 16*0 
acres. The lessee maintained that he 
was entitled to buy on preference ail 
the land be had leased, which right, 
he insists, came to him through th 
enabling act. The board has refuse 
to change its former rules, based up 
on terms of the sales act of the Sei 
ond Legislature, and it was recentl 
agreed between the board and mem 
bers of the State Lessees' Associa 
tion that a test suit would be brough 
on fch-e issue of preference. 'Down i; 
Kiowa County there is a lessee wh 
refused to make the surrender t 
all his lease holdings in excess o 
160 acres, and he is to be made plain 
tiff in the action.

Clapp's renewed attack on the rail- 
road bill in the senate was marked by 
intense feeling that took on a per- 
sonal tone when he addressed him- 
self to attorney general Wlckersham's 
part in shaping the measure and his 
subsequent attempt in his Chicago 
speech to read out of the republican 
part men who refused to accept It as 
he and his ' assistants had written it, 
without the crossing of a "t" or the 
dottin of an "i". The big Minnesotan 
laughed himself into fury over the 
presumption of the attorney general 
and directed at IMr. Wickersham 
torrent of wrath. In his excitement 
Senator Clapp ranged angrily up and 
down the adjacent aisle and back and 
forth behind the neighboring chairs 
in a way that had noti been seeni 
since the early "pitchfork" days of 
Tillman of .South Carolina. 


He denounced in bitter terms the 


various features ot the Wickersham 
bill, which have been the target of 
democratic and progressive republi- 
can . hot shot since the debate began. 
Then he got down to Mr. Wickersham 
himself. 


"Who 
commissioned the . attorney 


general," he demanded, "to read men 
out of the party because they would 
not follow blindly the things :I have 
pointed out in this proposed legisla- 
tion of his. Until . he was appointed 
attorney general, while we had heard 
of him as a great lawyer, I should 
like to know what man 
had 
ever 


heard of him as a republican until 
they found him in the public eye, oc- 
cupying a seat in a republican cabi- 
net? Who are the men he proposes 
to read out of the party? Men who 
for twenty-five "years have borne the 
brunt of the battle when there was 
battle. 
Here is a bill that proposes 


to repeal the Sherman anti-trust law ; 
that proposes to take from the ship- 
per the right to appeal through the 
commission; that proposes to take 
from the law the notice of injunction 
and because we would not take it 
without a shiver or a question or 
even an opportunity to look at it, 
we are to be read out of the party. 
There is one way that the little mi- 
nority can read the party out of the 
party, and that is to get out of it 
ourselves. 
To read the party out of 


the party is, however, a difficult task. 


"Well, 'Mr. 'President, there aye a

"Now, 
while I bear a name associ-

erence to in the sale. The legisla- 
ture . limited this to 160 acres and 
ordered withheld from sale any tract 
the preference to which the lessee 
refused to surrender on all save 160 
acres. The lessee maintained that he 
was entitled to buy on preference ail ! 
he land he had leased, which right, j 
he insists, came to him through the , 
enabling act. The board has refused | 
.o change its former rules, based up 
on terms of the sales act of the Sec 
ond Legislature, and it was recently 
agreed between the board and mem 
bers of the State 'Lessees' Associa- 
tion that a test suit would be brough 
on the issue of preference. Down in 
Kiowa County there is a lessee who 
refused to make the surrender to 
all his lease holdings in excess 
160 acres, and he is to be made plain- 
tiff in the action. The suit will be fil- 
ed in the district court at H'obart.
